This is also the week in which 
the Supreme Court of Canada opens 
its fall term, with. an appeal from 
Quebec’s Padlock Law the eleventh 
item on the docket. 

It is, moreover, the first National 

_ Newspaper Week since the Canadian 
Parliament imposed new taxation on 
advertising in Canadian editions of 
foreign magazines, thereby creating 
an impediment to their production in 
this country. 

It is a week in which to note 
gains and losses for the medium of 
the printed word, and to assess the 
usefulness, effectiveness and in- 
tegrity of newspapers. 

As long as Quebec’s Padlock Law 
remains—in force, freedom of the 
press is not beyond jeopardy. The 
same legislation which seeks to pre- 
vent the distribution of communist 
literature, could, under specifie cir- 
cumstances, be invoked to curb other 
written -material considered commu- 
nist only by the distorted minds of 
zealots or those serving special in- 
terests. The once-vocal U.S. Sena- 
tor Joseph McCarthy illustrates the 
point. 

Beyond that law, the situation in 
Quebec, where Mr. Duplessis has as- 
sumed the right to regulafe news- 
print prices—ostensibly to. protect 
domestic users—takes on the poten- 
tial dangers of a device Peron used 
to cripple La Prensa jin Argentina 

As far as the new federal tax on 
advertising for Canadian editions of 
foreign magazines is ‘concerned, it 
may be argued that the tax does not 
apply to foreign magazines brought 
into the country. Hence, the case 
may be made, it does not interfere 
with the flow of outside opinion into 
this nation. The tax does, never- 
theless, place ‘a restriction on the

Divided About Canada 


ONDON—I have just said goodbye to a 

Canadian couple returning to Canada 
after a visit of a couple of weeks to this 
country. He had been to England before 
during the war and on another occasion. It 
was the first time She had ever been here. 


She liked what she saw of England. She 
thought London’s big stores and_ little 
specialty shops were wonderful (usual re 
action of a woman visitor). She felt English 
trains knocked spots off 
Canadian .frains, much 
faster and more comfort- 
able (a most unusual re- 
action). 

She thought London's 
buildings were colorful (a 
new one on me) and liked 
the way painters always 
seemed to be sprucing up 
the woodwork.

Building Values Down $1 Million [Tweeter 


Value of dwellings constructed 
in Victoria so far this year is 
$1,960,082 as compared with $2,- 
991,541 in the same period of 
1955—about a 33 per cent drop. 

Commercial- industrial build- 
ing failed to make this year a 
better year than last. At the 
end of September this year the 
value of all new construction 
was $6,523,709, compared to $7,- 
200,961. 

Comparing month to month, 
however, September, 1956, 
showed an increase in all classes 
of construction over September, 
1955.

‘Doctors Need Religion’ 


The well-rounded doctor should have a 
“religious understanding, and, better still 
a religious belief,” Dr. Stanley’ Gilder, To- 
ronto editor -of the Canadian Medical’ As- 
sociation Journal and’ associate editor, 
World Medical Journal, said here today, 

If a doctor's own life has no mean- 
ing, he can’t adequately deal with life and 
death, he said. 

“Without this belief, the world itself 
is a hideous joke and preserving life is 
pointless.” 


The suceess of any doctor, he said, in 
terms of ‘efficiency, must be measured on 
the interest hé hds in. persons 

He answered the often-repeated -ques- 
tion of whether or not doomed patients, 
such as those suffering fram inoperable 
cancer, should be told their condition. 

“The concensus now is that the patient 
should be told. the truth, in keeping with 
his intelligence and understanding.” 

He forecast the day when the patiént 
would be a part of the “healing team,” as 
in present day psychoanalysis. A _half- 
century ago this concept of doctor-patient 
relationship, he. said, would have been un- 
thought of. 

He termed “absolute nonsense” the 
suggestion forwardeq that any form of 
sadism existed in the profession. 

“The physician is an artist, who exer- 
cises his craft on a human being, a far cry 
from sadistic inypulses.”

Tips on Cooking Turkey 
For Thanksgiving Dinner 


It’s time once more to think 
about Thanksgiving's turkey 
dinner. 

Following are some of the re- 
curring questions from _home- 
makers on preparing and cook- 
ing turkey. You probably have 
had the same questions run 
through your minds many times. 
So these answers may prove 
useful to you. 

Q. Must frozen turkey be 
thawed before cooking? 

A. It is. recommended that 
poultry be thawed before cook- 
ing, because: 

1. It is easier to rinse the 
body cavity and make sure it is 
free of bits of lungs, wind 
pipe, etc 

2.. It is. difficult 
frozen bird 

3. If a coating is to be u$ed 
as for fried poultry, it will not 
stick to frozen meat 

4. A frozen bird takes longer 
to cook 

Thawing does not apply to the 
new frozen-stuffed-birds which 
are all ready to g6 into the 
oven. They should be placed un- 
thawed in the roasting pan as 
directed on the freezer wrapper 

Q. What is the best way to 
thaw poultry? 

A. The safest way to thaw 
frozen meat is in the refriger 
ator, though this takes longer 
than when left at-room temper- 
ature. Allow approximately five 
hours per pound for thawing 
turkey in the refrigerator or ap- 
proximately one hour per pound 
at room temperature. 

Q. Can Thanksgiving turkey 
be roasted unstuffed? 

A. Of course. Sprinkle body 
cavity with salt and monoso- 
dium glutamate and a little 
poultry seasoning, if desired.

Approximately five minutes per 
pound may be deducted from 
|the total cooking time allowed 
for a stuffed bird. Truss turkey 
as usual, tying legs to tail and 


bending wings back over shoul-|

Q—Should turkey be basted 
during roasting? ; 

A According Poultry 
Products Institute, turkey or 
chicken should be basted unless 
it is covered with a cap of alum- 
inum foil, fat-moistened cheese. 
cloth or placed in a greased 
brown paper bag. Even then, 
basting is necessary if the bird 
shows signs of drying out. Do 
not add water to roasting pan, 
however. Place bird on a rack 
or crossed skewers placed in the 
bottom of a shallow open pan 
so that heat will circulate freely 
around it during cooking. Do 
not overcrowd the oven. 
POULTRY DRESSING 

The latest wrinkle according 
to the Poultry Products Insti- 
tute is to cook the dressing out- 
side the turkey. Just add an 
egg or two to your favorite 
poultry stuffing to make it 
moist enough to shape into 
balls, brush with melted butter 
and bake on a-cookie sheet in a 
hot oven for 15 to 20 minutes 
until crisp and golden on the 
outside. 

The poultry is roasted un- 
stuffed (shortening the cooking 
period about five minutes to the 
pound) and when done is re- 
moved to a warm “resting 
place.” The oven temperature 
is boosted to 400 degrees F. and 
the dressing balls cooked. 

“This “resting period” for the 
poultry is recommended as it
